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Roosevelt and Government Chiefs 
Join in White House Prayer Service 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt and more 
than 200 leaders in the armed and 
civilian services led the nation in 
a special Thanksgiving ceremony 
at the White House today, joining 
in a prayer for a peace that would 
unite the world in a “firmer fel- 
lowship” for the good of all man- 


kind, 

The solemn ceremony of hymns 
and prayers was held in the Hast 
room and was the first of its kind 
in the executive mansion. 

Surrounded by members of. the 
Cabinet and Supreme Court, con- 
gressional and other civilian chiefs 
and their families, and heads of 
the armed services, the President 
opened the service by reading 
from an improvised rostrum his 
Thanksgiving proclamation,” thus 
giving thanks for the greatest 
harvest in the country’s history, 
and urging all to turn again to 
the “work that confronts us” in 
this time of national emergency. 

He then took a seat beside Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Mrs, Cordell Hull, 
wife of the Secretary of State, and 
joined in the half hour service 
conducted by the Rev. Howard 
Wilkinson, rector of St. Thomas 
Episcopal Church.

WASHINGTON, Nov. °26.— A 
major shift in the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration is in the making, and 
out of it will come the new 
civilian oyer-all direction of man 
power, thus ending, as was fore- 


cast in the Post-Dispatch re- 
cently, the long conflict over con- 
trol of the nation’s working and 
fighting reserves, 

So many times shifts in the 
Rousevelt Cabinet have been fore- 
cast and so many times the pre- 
dictions have been unfounded that 
such reports have come to be re- 
ceived with great caution. This 
time, however, «men high in the 
counsels of the White House be-, 
lieve that the following changes | 
are to be made, and soon: 
Harold L Ickes, now Secretary 
of the Interior, will be shifted to 
Secretary of Labor and be given 
the jurisdiction over man power. 
Frances Perkins, now Secretary 
of Labor, will be made adminis- 
trator of the Federal Security 
Agency. ! 

Paul V. McNutt, present chair- 
man of the War Manpower Com- 
mission .and of the Security 
Agency, will go to the Department 
of the. Interior. 

If it did not come from sources 
report would engender more than 
the usual skepticism, particularly 
as it involves a change for Secre- 
tary Perkins, who has seemed to 
be permanently ensconced in the 
Department of Labor. 

The bosses of organized labor- 
could be expected to oppose Ickes 
in-the role of man power chief, 
but the President might well win 
them over with the argument 
that if they ‘did not take Ickes 
they might expect a much sterner 
taskmaster. 

Ickes long has struggled behind 

the scenes to get a more promi- 
nent position in the direction of 
the war. He has been dissatisfied 
at remaining with fish and wildlife 
and the other comparatively ob- 
scure duties of his present post. 
To be sure, he has been Petroleum 
Co-ordinator, and in that capacity 
he has been in almost constant 
conflict with Leon Henderson of 
the Office of Price Administration 
over rationing regulations. 
As man power director, however, 
he would be in the front row. It 
would be a supreme test of his ad- 
ministrative powers, too, for the 
tangle to be unstraightened is a 
major one.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26-—With 
heads of the military departments 
threatening to go to President 
Roosevelt with a vote of no con- 
fidence in Donald Nelson, chair- 
man of the War Production Board, 
there is still no indication here of 
a final settlement of the contro- 
versy which has civilian and mili- 
tary leaders at odds over control 

of the production program. 

What the row comes down to is 
this: Last March 18, Netson issued 
an order which gave the War and 
Navy departments authority over 
the production of implements of 
war. This included the right to 
determine the scheduling of the 
guns, tanks and planes—how fast 
they were to come off the assembly 
line and in what order of prece- 
dence, 

Now Nelson proposes to take this 
back and give the right of schedul- 
ing to his new assistant, Charles 
E. Wolson, former head of General 
Electric. Military men, and par- 
ticularly Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson and _ Lieut. 
Gen. Brehon Somervell, chief of 
the Services of Supply, are bitterly 
resisting. 

Patterson’s Threat. 

Patterson has said that he will 
enlist Secretary of War Stimson 
and Secretary of the Navy Knox 
behind a move to carry the issue 
to the White House with a clear- 
cut statement to the President that 
eonfidence can no longer be re- 
posed in Nelson. Whether Pat- 
terson, who is a man of grim de- 
termination, highly emotional when 
aroused by such a tug of war as 
the present one, will go this far 
remains to be seen. It presents 
the President. with the necessity 
for making just the kind of de- 
‘cision that he abhors. 

At his press conference on 
‘Tuesday the President tended to 
treat the matter more or  iess 
lightly. He said that, if the op- 
posing parties could not come to 
an agreement, he would lock them 
in a room and leave them there 
without food until they could com- 
pose their differences. 

While under Nelson’s proposal 
Wilson would have authority over 
all production schedules, the con- 
troversy centers around airplanes. 
Production is from 30 to 35 per 
cent under the goal set by Roose- 
velt. Wilson recently was told by 
Nelson to step in and revamp the 
whole program so that there could 
be no doubt that schedules would 
be met in 1943. 

The answer of the Army ‘is that 
the airplane program has fallen 
down because WPB has failed to 
insure delivery of essential materi- 
als, This is the complaint of Lieut. 
Gen. William 8. Knudsen; who was 
himself once head of the civilian 
production organization and is 
now production supervisor for the 
War Department. 

“If they give us the stuff we will 
produce the planes,” Gen. Knudsen 
has said recently to associates. 
“But if they don’t give us the 
stuff, then we can’t-make them.” 

Nelson’s F Job. 

Apart from immediate implica- 
tions, the controversy illustrates 
the continuing confusion in the 
production set-up here in Washing- | 
ton. Despite constant pressure 
and advice from every hand, Nel- 
son has never carried out a thor- 
ough reorganization of the machin- 
ery he inherited at the time of his 
appointment. 

Instead, he has done a mending 
and patching job, bringing in new 
figures when it appeared that men 
in office were discredited or obvi- 
ously incompetent. The result has 
been messes such as that which 
necessitated appointment of the 
Baruch Committee to try to re- 
store order in rubber.

The maximum retail price for a 
size 6 by 16 was set at $13.25 with 
other ceiling prices as follows:

and 5.50 by 17, $12.20; 5.25 and

Tires of reclaimed rubber are 
the only kind now manufactured 
for passenger cars. They may be

fully prepared positions, strongly 
fortified with barbed wire, dugouts 
and all the defensive attributes of 
a fortress.” 

Zero fighters appeared again to 
give the Japanese troops aerial 
support after an absence of sev- 
eral days. Allied flyers were in 
constant action. 

A light--cruiser and four de 
stroyers were reported 
made up the flotilla seeking to 
land reinforcements under cover 
of darkness. Allied airmen spotted 
them about 50 miles off Cape 
Cretin in Huon Gulf. 

Flying Fortresses, North Amer- 
ican B-25s and Australian Beau- 
forts went into action with flares 
and 500-pound bombs. 

Explosives loosed by a Fortress 
scored twice near the stern of one 
destroyer. Fires broke out almost 
immediately. The vessel sank 
within an hour and Japanese 
troops were seen swimming in the 
sea. 

The Beauforts, manned by Aus- 
tralians, accounted for the second 
destroyer with direct hits. 

Combined bombing of Fortresses, 
B-25s8 and Béauforts severely dam- 
aged the third destroyer. 

“This latter was dead in the 
water for 25 minutes and then was 
seen heading for land (the New 
Guinea coast) at a speed of six 
knots,” the communique said. “It 
is probable she also sank as our 
rear air echelons searched her pos- 
sible area of position without 
sighting her.” ' 

The cruiser and the remaining 
destroyer turned about and fled 
north in the darkness. 

On Nov. 19, flares disclosed a 
light cruiser and two destroyers 
Leading for Buna. Bombers sank 
the cruiser and one destroyer and 
damaged the other ship. On Nov. 
22, another Japanese destroyer was 
bombed and sunk, also at night. . 

Today’s communique also told of 
Allied air raids on Portuguese 
Timor and of two raids by a Jap- 
anese plane on Port Moresby, the 
southeast New Guinea base from 
which the Allied push over the 
Owen Stanley Mountains toward 
Buna. began late last September.

“In China I saw a nation al- 
ready five years at war.

In 
places they were advancing in a 
military sense. And everywhere 
they were advancing in the sense 
that they were building with in- 
credible industry, ingenuity and 
patience, the very sinews of war 
which they need and which we 
cannot give them. 

“In Africa, I saw a combination 
of the skill and resources of Great 
Britain, Canada, Australia, the 
Free French and the United States. 
I naturally was proud of the per- 
formance of our planes and pilots 
and I shared the eager anticijpa- 
tion with which officers and 
alike awaited the arrival of the 
new Gen, Sherman tanks, only a 
few days before unloaded at the 
Suez. I visited Gen. Brereton’s 
camp of intrepid American: avia- 
tors. These were our vanguard; 
men who were contributing daily 
to. the sinking of German trans- 
ports bringing aid and comfort to 
Rommel across the Mediterranean. 


Resolution to Win. 


“And then on the last lap:of my 
journey I crossed Alaska and Can- 
ada. There, too, was a front. For 
there I saw the fine co-operation 
of American and Canadian engi- 
neers laying out airfields for vital 
air supply lines. There I saw 
them together building the Alaskan 
Highway, the great war artery 
which will make possible the 
further. encirclement of both the 
Japanese and the Germans. 

‘I found encouragement and 
hope on all the fighting fronts. 
And I found the resolution to win 
in the minds and hearts of the 
people behind those fronts. But I 
also found—and this troubled me 
greatly—I also found worry and 


doubt in the hearts and minds of | 


the people behind those fronts. 
They were searching for a com- 
mon purpose. This was plain in 
the questions they asked about 
America after the war, about Great 
Britain, about Russia. The.whole 
world seemed to me in an eager, 
demanding, hungry ambitious mood 
ready for incredible sacrifices if 
only to justify the sacrifices al- 
ready made. 

“Europe in’ 1917 was probably in 
much the same mood, It is an in- 
evitable corollary of blood and 
war-weariness. Then, 
Lenin gave the world one set of 
answers. A little later Wilson 
gave it another. - Neither set of 


answers ever became blood-and 


bone part of the war, but were 
super-imposed on it, in the peace. 
So neither set of answers re— 
deemed the war or made it any- 
thing more than a costly fight for 
power. It ended with an armistice, 
not a real peace. . 

“TI do not believe this war need 
be the same. There are now, dur- 
ing the war, common purposes in 
the minds of men living as far 
apart as the citizens of Great 
Britain and the Free Common- 
wealth of Nations, the Americans, 
the Russians and the Chinese. But 
we shall have to make articulate 
and real our common purposes. 

“Tl am saying to you in Canada— 
as I have said all over the world 
—that the people must define their 
purposes during the war. I am 
quite deliberately trying to prv- 
voke discussion of those purposes 
between the peoples of the*various 
countries of the world. For I live 
in a constant dread that this war 
may end before the people of the 
world’ have come to a common 
understanding of what thee fight 
for and what they hope for after 
the war is over. I was a soldier 
in the last war and after that war 
was over, I saw our bright dreams 
disappear, our stirring slogans be- 
come the jests of the cynical, and 
all because the fighting peoples 
did not arrive at any.common post- 
war purpose while they fought.

| T was just over two months ago, 


at a press conference in New 
Delhi, that Gen. Sir Archibald 
Wavell, commander of the British 
forces in India, declared that the 
reoccupation of Burma was some- 
thing he had very much in mind. 


“Ever since we lost Burma,” he 
said, “I have been planning its re- 
occupation, because it is one of the 
most important elements from the 
strategic viewpoint.

Our Smashing Victories. 

UCH has happened during 

those two months. The United 
Nations have won smashing vic- 
tories in the Pacific, in. Africa 
and in Russia. And every one of 
these developments has an -imme- 
diate or potential bearing on the 
situation in the temporarily qui- 
escent India-Burma-China sector, 

In ‘the first place, the great vic- 
tory won by our Navy off Guadal- 
canal Nov, 13-15 has greatly weak- 
ened Japanese naval power. The 
unquestioned naval superiority 
which the enemy once had has 
been whittled down, if not  de- 
stroyed altogether. So it is doubt- 
ful whether Japan is any longer in 
a position to seek that domination 
of the Indian Ocean without which 
an attack on India could not safe- 
ly be launched. 

By the same token, the Allies are 
now in a better position than they 
ever were before to launch an of- 
fensive against the Japanese in 
Burma. Such an offensive would 
be extremely difficult and costly if 
undertaken from the land side 
alone. To be fully successful it 
must be an amphibious operation, 
with the recapture of Rangoon one 
of its principal objectives. 

* * * 

N the second place, the reversal 

of the tide in Russia eliminates, 
at least for the winter, any pos- 
sibility of a German break-through 
to the Persian Gulf. It Was be- 
cause of that possibility that a 
considerable Allied force: was as- 
sembled in Iran and Iraq and else- 
where in the vast region between 
the Eastern Mediterranean and the 
Indian Ocean.

Border, Finds Troops Braving Hardships 
and Girding for Battles Ahead.

FORT LAMY, French Equatorial Africa, Nov. 26 (By Wireless). 
HERE are no European civilians in Largeau, Fighting French 
Textron south of the Libyan border, 


on a strictly military basis. 

It was from here and from other 
posts that the French moved 
northward against the. Italians 
last. year, and they are eager to 
be on the move again. They are 
continually conducting desert 
maneuvers in preparation for the 
fight to’ come, but they nurse their 
equipment along with great care 
because they know how hard it is 
to replace. 

I was taken on a tour of their 
machine shops and supply: rooms. 
There they were using all sorts 
of makeshift equipment, They 
have a small electric light plant, 
but it is used only to illuminate 
shops and other military installa- 
tions and not for homes and of- 
fices. The engine which runs it 
was captured from Italians. 

The pride of Largeau is a small 
ice plant. It can freeze only a few 
hundred pounds at a time and the 
officers send their house boys to 
the plant to fill thermos bottles 
with ice. It cools their wine and 
drinks for the evening meal. The 
plant and engine which runs it 
was captured from Italians and 
lugged across hundreds of miles 
of desert. The French also have 
considerable other material—guns, 
ammunition and hand grenades 
captured from the Italians. 


Buildings of Mud. 

The military buildings and quar- 
ters they have built since the war 
are made, 6f mud because of the 
difficulty of transporting building 
materials. If it ever rained much 
in Largeau, it would have a ter- 
rific eroding effect on the build- 
ings, but there is little danger on 
that score. They have had two 
light showers in four years. 


Although living . conditions in 
Largeau were strenuous, I was to 
learn’ that they were luxurious 
compared to some of the outposts 
to the north. With a French doc- 
tor, I made a journey by truck to 
another outpost beyond Largeau. 

The road, if it could be called 
that, was horrible. Our truck 
wound through lava beds, strug- 
gled through soft sand, and 
bounced up and ‘down on rocky 
ledges.’ When we arrived at the 
outpost, it. seemed as if there was 
hardly anything there. The French 
officers lived in native straw huts, 
and that was about all that was 
visible. 

I was invited. to inspect the 
camp and wondered what there 
was to inspect. But on the tour 
I was shown desert battle trucks 
hidden in holes in the ground and

Obviously, a proceeding of such importance should 
have the benefit of a conclusive decision by the 
United States Supreme Court. Yet the news has 
now come from Washington that the Supreme Jus- 
tices cannot review the finding of the District 
Court that the Goyernment failed to prove its con- 
tention of anti-trust law violation. Four Justices 
have disqualified themselves and, with six Justices 
required by law to pass on an issue before the 
court, the Supreme bench is powerless to act. 

This means that even the appointment of a ninth 
member to fill the Byrnes vacancy will not produce 
a judicial quorum. With four Justices still disquali- 
fied, only five would be in a position to pass on 
the case. 

This impasse is a result of the practice of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of choosing Supreme Court members 
from his official family. Two of the disqualified 
Justices, Jackson and Murphy, are former Attorneys 
General, with official relations with the aluminum 
case. Justice Reed, as Solicitor General, was even 
more intimately connected with it. Chief Justice 
Stone has previously disqualified himself from 
Aluminum Co. litigation, presumably because of 
his activity against the corporation on anti-trust 
matters when he was Attorney General under Cool- 
idge and Andrew Mellon was Secretary. of the 
Treasiry. 

Here is a highly practical reason why the Byrnes 
vacancy, and the next one as well, should be filled 
by someone outside the President’s inner circle, 
preferably an outstanding member of the lower 
courts. For if either Attorney General Biddle or 
Solicitor General Fahy should be appointed—and 
both are now prominently mentioned—it is possible

A start toward more efficient employment of our 
manpower was made with Gen. Hershey’s order for- 
bidding the enlistment of essential aircraft and ship- 


-building workers in the Army and Navy, and his 


transmission to the draft boards of a more specific 
list of essential workers whose military service 
shouldbe deferred. : 

This means, at least, that an airplane factory will 
no longer have to meet the manpower competition 
of the armed services which it is trying to equip, 
But it is a rather negative approach to the problem. 
It stops a drain, but it doesn’t make more workers 
available where they are’ needed. 

If we are to have a really efficient war economy, 
we must know where our potential war workers are, 
we must have adequate facilities for training them 
to fill.necessary jobs, and we must have means for 
getting them to those jobs. As yet we have made 
relatively little progress toward such a positive solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Indeed, Manpower Chief McNutt is still arguing

So long as that question is not settled and no over- 
all employment direction is forthcoming, we are 
wasting uncounted man-hours. And we will pay a 
heavy price for that waste in shortages of all kinds, 
military and civil. 
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WALTER LIPPMANN LOSES HIS COCKED HAT. 

Now that the naval situation is much better in the 
Pacific, and the layman’s main interest there is 
largely confined to speculation, guesswork and 
statistical surmise on the state of the reduced Jap 
Navy, there comes to mind an article that Columnist 
Walter Lippmann wrote in Februaty, 1938, on the 
Pacific naval situation. 

In commenting on Japan denying reports that she 
was building big battleships with 18-inch guns, and 
explaining how serious it would be' if Japan were 
building them, Lippmann added: “The naval battles 
of the World War demonstrated rather conclusively 
that when big ships meet ships with smaller guns, 
the smaller ships cannot even run away. The 
ships with the big guns can lie outside the range 
of the smaller guns and sink the other ships without 
taking any risk whatever.”

will reply, I suppose, “The Fourth of 
July.” Perhaps he is right, but I permit 
myself some doubt, 

It was on a Fourth of July, to be sure, 
that we cut loose our moorings from the 
Old World and embarked upon our jour- 
ney as a free people. But the Declaration 
of Independence was rooted in an earlier 
document, the first American state paper 
and oné of the most significant covenan 
in world history. 

I write of the Mayflower Compact. Its 
322nd anniversary came on Nov. 21, and 
Americans should take 4& little time for 
tribute to the'men who signed it, for when 
they signed they marked the beginning of 
the American Republic. 


We owe much to that November day. As 
the Mayflower rode at anchor upon the 
cold waters off Cape Cod, 41 men stood in 
the ship’s little cabin, not yet ready to 
step ashore at Plymouth, Those men came 
with no charter from their King, no written 
right whatsoever. 


There they stood, free men in a new 
world which they were to hew into some- 
thing enormously significant; free not alone 
from the abuses they had fled, but actually 
free from all laws whatever. 


No one had been commissioned to govern 
them. They had no government, no law 
save the law of God, and they knew more 
was needed, for the community must be 
held together for the common good, must 
be ruled as.the people willed. 


So they drew up their compact “for the 
glory of God, and advancement of the 
Christian faith and honor of our King and 
Country.” They covenanted among them- 
selvés to combine “together into a civil 
body politic’ to “constitute and frame 
such just and equal laws, ordinances, acts, 
constitutions and offices from time to time, 
as shall be thought most meet and con- 
venient for the general good of the Colony.” 


Now, what is the significance of this? 
Much, you will see, if you look deeply.

India. Furthermore, the use of the 
shorter route will also free a con- 
siderable number of Allied naval 
vessels now engaged in convoying 
ships around the Cape. 

Taking all these factors into ac- 
count, it is hardly surprising, there- 
fore, that the Japanese have be- 
gun to reinforce their garrisons 
and expand their air strength in 
Burma and the occupied portions 
of the Chinese Province of Yunnan. 

This move can obviously serve 
both a defensive and an offensive 
purpose—the two are actually in- 
distinguishable in that sector. 

It may, on the one hand, inhibit 
the Allies from launching an as- 
sault on Burma in the near future, 
that is before they have had time 
to regroup their land, sea and air 
forces and, on the other hand, en- 
able the Japanese to attempt to 
drive on Kunming, whose capture 
would greatly complicate the al- 
ready difficult Allied-Chinese sup- 
ply line. 

Whether the Japanese will suc- 
ceed in either endeavor—or both— 
will depend in large measure on 
the force which Gen. Wavell al- 
ready has on hand in India plus 
the reinforcements that can speed- 
ily be rushed to him. And the lat- 
ter, in turn, may depend to no 
small degree on the duration and 
outcome of the fighting in Tunisia.

The rice and corn crops, on the 
other hand, were said by neutral 
observers to be good.

But a handful of beans, a plate 
of vegetable soup and a few drops 
of olive oil still, presumably, are 
the daily diet of the lower third 
of the populaticn. 

Harder hit than ever by the 
war are the Italian industries, for 
the R, A, F. has been blasting the 
factories of Genoa, Milan and 
Turin with blockbursting bombs. 

This may well be a telling blow 
as a prelude to invasion, if the 
raids continue relentlessly. Air 
raids could cripple Italian plants 
so badly before an Allied invasion 
that they would be unable to keep 
the defending Axis forces in 
planes, tanks, guns and ammuni- 
tion, 


Transportation Problem. 

Transportation has been a se- 
vere problem in Italy ever since 
the country ente#@d the war, and 
Axis 
armies in North Africa seems to 
have intensified it. The Vichy ra- 
dio broadcast a Rome dispatch that 
nearly 40 passenger trains were 
suspended on the Italian railway 
system Nov. 18. 

That could mean a shortage of 
German coal or of waterpower for 
the electrified lines. But more 
likely it means that more and more 
German troopa, equipment, arms 
and war supplies were rolling down 
for transport to Sicily and Tunisia. 
The Italians suspended more than 
100 passenger train schedules a 
year ago when they started trans- 
porting Marshal Rommel’s Afrika 
Korps to Libya. 

Even with passenger traffic cur- 
tailed until the remaining trains 
were. bursting with travelers, we 
heard last spring that rail com- 
munications were badly congested. 
That and the seriously reduced 
motor truck service, stalled by a 
gasoline shortage, were given as 
the principal reasons for the fre- 
quent shortages of food in some of 
the major cities. 

Inflationary Buying. 

With virtually all Government 
spending in a war economy as- 
signed to the manufactur 
weapons, the Italian Gov 
is trying to get as much 
in loans from the peopl 

Economists estimate (that the 
war is costing Italy mo 
riational income. Inflation-fearing 
Italians, along with the ‘hordes of 
Germans who came on official 
missions, were stripping the stores 
of all kinds of objects and buying 
food in the bootleg markets with 
their surplus lire until Mussolini 
called a halt to the buying spree 
a year ago.

Russian security and the national 
rights of our smaller Allies.

TENTH CONSECUTIVE WEEKLY 
RISE IN NOTE CIRCULATION 


LONDON, Nov. 26 (AP).—The 
weekly condition statement of the 
Bank of England issued today re- 
ported an increase in note circula- 
tion of £4,798,000 to the record 
high of £870,033,000. This is the 
tenth consecutive weekly increase, 
bringing the outstanding notes 
within £10,000,000, the authorized 
judiciary total of £880,000,000.

Japan’s ‘Soft Side.’ 
HE fundamental fact is that 
the war with Japan cannot be 
won decisively by reconquering the 
islands. It must be won by over- 
coming the military power of Ja- 
" pan which resides in Japan proper 
and upon the Asiatic mainland. 
Even if we reduced the Japanese 
Navy to a point where the rem- 
nants were driven back to their 
home bases, even then the sea- 
borne assault on Japan would be 
an infinitely more formidable un- 
dertaking than any in the history 
of war. 

The soft side of Japan is on the 
mainland of Asia, where after the 
opening of the Mediterranean it 
should in time become possible to 
assemble in India the forces to re- 
conquer Burma, Thailand, and In- 
do-China—and by this one opera- 
tion to reopen China and to get 
behind the Japanese in Malaya 
and the Netherlands Indies. For 
thig operation we shall have as a 
footing India, the Middle East and 
Africa, and ahead of us to receive 
us the vast fighting potential of 
China. This is a wholly different 
prospect than to try to fight the 
Japanese Empire from the Solo- 
mons and New Guinea based on 
little islands, which are based on 
other islands, scattered across the 
watery wastes of the Pacific, which 
we have to risk our naval power 
to defend.

“He uses such poor English and makes so many mistakes 
in simple grammar, that execu- 
tives grow a little dubious of him. 
They fell that he must be care- 
less and lacking in proper am- 
bition if after 43 years he still 
doesn’t know how to speak at 
least one language ‘with reasonable 
accuracy. Nowadays, many of the 
officials and clients of business 
firms are educated men. They 
have college diplomas. While they 
may not be highbrows, they still 
expect to find good English em- 
ployed by other executives, Poor 
English has also lost many a cli- 
ent or customer, for faulty gram- 
mar grates just as harshly on the ears of many people as 
wrong notes irritate their musical sense.” 
. SD meee 
DIAGNOSIS: Many men think they can disregard rules of 
good English, feeling that their chief function is simply to sell 


machinery or work on engineering projects. But language is 


employed as an index of educational background. You never 
lose caste because your sentences are faultless. An employer or 
factory superintendent is expected to be an intelligent man, 
even though his employes may be of foreign birth with only 
meager knowledge of the English tanguage. Language is the 
apparel of the mind. If it is shoddy and inappropriate, you 
lose prestige among your associates. An executive would not 
expect to attend a banquet in greasy overalls. If he did, he 
would appear incongruous and probably lose the respect of the 
president of the company or the other officials.

BUT MANY A MAN will clothe his ideas in similar un- 
kempt language, thus creating an unpleasant “feeling tone” 
which detracts from his chances of advancement. You don’t 
need to affect an elegant style or employ long, “jaw-breaker” 
words, You can use simple language and still show that you 
are an intelligent man or woman. You can also speak correctly, 
even if you haven't graduated from the eighth grade. Avoid 
saying “ain’t” or “I done it.” Verbs have a past tense; so use 
the appropriate form. “Go-went-gone,” or “do-did-done” show 
their present, past and perfect tenses,

Living During 


War Period

E commented in a recent ar- 
W tice on the dislocation in 

American life that was 
brought about by the war and the 
hygenic problemg consequent upon 
this “upside down living.” To con- 
tinue the subject, let me mention 
some other situations. 

Many husbands, wives, unmar- 
ried sons and daughters are go- 
ing to work at 4 or 5 p. m., start- 
ing for home at 12 midnight or 1 
a.m. We have all-night movies for 
this “swing shift.” We have tav- 
erns, night clubs, catering to these 
workers whose chief opportunity 
for recreation is in the early morn- 
ing hours instead of the early eve- 
ning hours. Is this healthy? Is 
this kind of recreation better than 
mone at all? 

I should say that this kind of 
recreation is better than none at 
all, but I certainly do not regard 
it as ideal recreation. I believe 
that it would be better for these 
workers to get home and sleep in 
the early morning hours after 
they have finished work and go to 
a movie or do their shopping in 
the early afternoon before they 
go to work. They don’t need rec- 
reation in the form of exercise in- 
asmuch as they get exercise in 
their ordinary work.

WHAT ABOUT THE gir] indus- 
trial worker? She is in the midst 
of whirling belts and machinery. 
She is in an environment that is 
not natural for any human being 
and even less natural for a woman 
than for a man. She must make 
a changée in the style of her 
clothes, bind up her hair, wear 
slacks, 

There is nothing innately un- 
healthful about the clothes situa- 
tion, but I believe they should be 
styled and standardized for wom- 
en workers in each industry. 
There is no question, however, that 
@ woman’s physique and psychol- 
ogy and the periodicity of her life 
make her less able to stand con- 
tinued strain in industry than a 
man, and I believe women should 
have more frequent vacations and 
more time off than men workers. 

The same thing applies to the 
women who are doing war volun- 
teer work as Red Cross nurse 
aids, in the Salvation Army, Civil- 
ian Defense and in #anteen work. 
They certainly should not let their 
enthusiasm run away with them 
to the extent that they devote 
hours to their work and are forced 
to neglect their. household duties 
and let this work interfere with 
recreation and normal rest periods. 


MANY ARE WOMEN of ma- 
ture years who cannot stand con- 
tinued strain; the physical endur- 
ance that is needed in their work 
and the emotional] assaults that are 
made on them by the war situa- 
tion tend to undermine their en- 
durance, Often they are uncon- 
scious of this process and keep on 
working long after they should 
have a good rest. 


About all of these problems, I 
realize that these opinions are sim- 
ply my own and I would be grate- 
ful for any suggestions from read- 
ers or for any differences of opin- 
ion, which will be given full pub- 
licity in this column, .

Perfumes range in prices 
from 50 cents a bottle to $100 and 
more, so in this wide price range 
there is a fragrance and a price to 
suit your budget and taste. 

If you buy perfume for yourself 
or for another, determine in ad- 
vance how much money you want 
to spend, and then decide whether 
you want a “fair” amount of “fair” 
perfume for the amount of money, 
or a small amount of very good 
perfume. 

Naturally, I would suggest that 
you buy only good perfume, and 


B UYING a bottle of perfume 


by good perfume I mean a fra-— 


grance that is lasting—one that is 
most pleasing to the sense of smell, 
with a fragrance that is suitable 
to the personality of the wearer. 
For instance, you would not give 
a pungent, Oriental perfume to a 
young girl who is sweet 16. -Like- 
wise, you would not give a mild 
floral fragrance to an up-and-com- 
ing career girl. The career wom- 
an could stand and would desire a 
more sophisticated fragrance. 

The best way to get the true fra- 
grance of any perfume is to have a 
bit of it sprayed on your dress, or 
a bit of it massaged across your 
wrists. In this manner it takes 
contact with air which brings out 
the hidden loveliness of any per- 
fume brew. If you are buying per- 
fume which costs $2 or more it is 
usually possible for the salesgirl to 
demonstrate the fragrance. Nat- 


urally, the cheaper perfumes 
would have no counter samples, 

Most of the well advertised and 
favored perfumes cost about the 
same. You usually can buy as‘lit- 
tle as one-quarter of an ounce of 
these brews, and at Christmas time 
you are likely to get specially bot- 
tled, half-ounce sizes, which make 
delightful gifts. And let me cau- 
tion all men not to buy perfume 
in three and four ounce amounts, 
because women, with few excep- 
tions, would prefer to have two or 
three bottles of various fragrances 
in one-ounce amounts. And no 
matter how carefully you stop a 
perfume bottle, the perfume is 
bound to evaporate once the con- 
tainer has been opened. 

And let me end by saying that a 
good perfume need not be terribly 
costly. If you run across a little 
known fragrance which pleases 
you greatly, by all means use it or 
buy it for a gift. There may be 
what you consider scandalous 
prices in the perfume market, but 
one way to get around them is to 
discover the fragrances which are 
honestly priced and buy those.

It was very unlikely that South 
would have bid four hearts, vulner- 
able, without another sure trick in 
his hand. Probably that trick was 
the club ace. If declarer had three 
diamonds, there was no hope for 
the defenders—South would have 
to make two tricks from dummy’s 
diamond holding. If declarer had 
only two diamonds, however, it 
was vital to force him to play dum- 
my’s ace immediately. If West 
ducked, dummy would do likewise. 
East’s king would be forced out 
and later declarer would finesse 
against West’s queen. By putting 
up the queen immediately, West 
broke the line of communication. 
Now, if declarer played dummy’s 
ace, he would not make another 
diamond trick. If he ducked, Zast 
still would have the king back of 
the ace-jack.

HE battle wages on the home 
T tront as to the status of long 

dresses for evening wear. Some 
say that they should be put away 
in the closet for the duration, Oth- 
ers argue that their festivity is 
needed in these trying times, that 
there’s something about the psy- 
chology of seeing a woman in gala 
attire which gives a lift to spirits. 


News from other centers indi- 
cates that there is as much differ- 
ence of opinion in various parts 
of the country as there is in St.

If the occasion is a most im- 
portant one, such as a wedding 
or a-reception for a distinguished 
visitor, long dresses are the rule 
here; otherwise they are worn for 
dinner parties of a private nature. 


St. Louis stores report that the 
sale of long dinner dresses for 
home parties has increased, al- 
though the demand for public af- 
fairs is on the wane, This indi- 
cates: that St. Louisans are ap- 
preciating their homes more in 
these difficult travel times, and 
that the center of social life is 
centering there as in the olden 
days. Even family dinncr parties 
*are becoming dress affairs with a 
hostess making the best of a 
meatless and maidless occasion to 
create a party atmosphere.

HERE’S no reason why the 
T Thanksgiving turkey shouldn't 
* be just as delectable and just 
as warmly welcomed the day after 
Thanksgiving as on the day itself. 
Only don't try to warm it over! 
This practice dries out the meat, 
which is no longer protected by 
unbroken skin, and is probably 
responsible for the low esteem in 
which left-over turkey is held by 
many people. If you take that 
very same left-over meat (we hope 
you cut it from the bones and 
wrapped it snugly in waxed pa- 
per before you put it away in the 
refrigerator after the big feast) 
and turn it into turkey pie, with 
a tender golden-brown biscuit 
crust, you'll find it tastes better 
than ever! 

Turkey or Veal Pie. 

Filling: Two cups diced left-over 
turkey or veal, one and one-half 
cups turkey broth, one cup fresh 
cooked diced potatoes, three- 
fourths cup cooked or canned peas 
or sauted mushrooms, one cup 
cooked sliced carrots, salt and pep- 
per to suit. taste. Crust: One and 
one-half cups all-purpose flour, 
three-fourths tablespoon salt, two 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, three tablespoons lard, 
one-half cup milk, 

Discard gristle from turkey 
meat; and cut the meat into good- 
sized cubes. To prepare the broth, 
break the thigh and drumstick 
bones, cover them with cold water, 
add two branches of celery, and 
simmer for at least an hour, or 
until the broth has a good rich 
flavor. Strain and measure one. 
and one-half cups; if necessary, 
add water to make up the amount. 
Make a flour paste by blending 
one-third cup flour with one-half 
cup water, add to the broth, and 
cook with frequént stirring until 
the gravy boils and thickens, Add 


vegetables and diced turkey, and | 


season to suit the taste. Pour into 
a six-cup casserole. 3 : 

Make biscuit dough as follows: 
Sift flour, measure and resift twice 
with salt and baking powder. Cut 
in lard until particles are size of 
rice grains. Add milk and stir 
until dough just stiffens; then 


turn out onto lightly floured board 
and knead half a dozen times to 
shape and smooth the dough. Pat 
or roll out about one-third inch 
thick, cut into small biscuits and 
arrange over the turkey mixture 
in the casserole. Bake in a hot 
oven (450 degrees) for 15 minutes; 
then reduce heat to 325 degrees 
(slow) and bake 15. minutes longer 
or until biscuits are thoroughly 
baked. If a shiny brown crust is 
desired, brush the biscuits with 
milk before beking. Be sure to 
leave space between biscuits so 
filling can bubble up without over- 
flowing. Serve piping hot. Four 
generous servings.

When children make such mis- 
takes, these should not be spread 
over the front pages but be kept 
as quiet as possible so that the 
children will have less difficulty 
in overcoming public displeasure 
and consequent loss of standing in 
the community. Their escapades 
should be kept from the knowl- 
edge of schoolmates, critical rela- 
tives and family friends. 


7. . * 

CHILDREN NEED to feel the 
necessity of supporting public 
opinion and to appreciate its loss 
when it is lost. Nobody however 
big and powerful can stand up 
against public disapproval and no 
matter how charming and gay a 
tale the reporter makes of a child’s 
escapade, the public turn thumbs 
down on the whole business and 
the children take their punishment 
as the public serves it out. 

Few children grow up without 
giving their families trouble. If 
the misbehavior of the present 
adult generation in childhood were 
published today, few would escape 
but an older generation mercifully 
spared them. Let us hope that this 
same mercy be shown the erring 
children of this day. Don’t laugh 
at them, don’t make a public ex- 
hibition of them, cover their mis- 
deeds with merciful silence, and let 
their own people correct them, pri- 
vately.. Otherwise ‘we shall have 
trouble compounded.
